The most obvious: and commonly. adopted 
method is the addition of bilgé-keels, “Wooden 
‘sailing ships of war, as wellas merchant vessels, 
in the first half of this century, ware: always 
constructed without bilge-keel: oubtless 
the deep and heavy ordinary Leela which sail- 
ing vessels necessarily demand. sufficiently 
checked rolling. “ Besides, we now load, decks: 
with heavier guns and think more of our sailors’ 
‘comfort.. The ill-fated ‘ffafanfa, herself 
replacing the Ewrydice, which was. capsized, 
ina squall in 1878 off Ventnor, was found 
to roll so heavily that she was fitted 
with two pairs of bilge-keels—one below, and 
one above the water-line. They checked ‘the 
rolling, but still. she rolled sufficiently to lift 
the lower out of water,and thus: repeated vio-, 
Jent shocks strained ‘all the fastenings and, 
caused intense discomfort. The . bilye-keels 
were removed, site left Dermuda for the British 
Isles in, February 1880, and was not seen again, 
The French claim to have used bilge-keels at 
the commencement of the present century; but 
these were probably intended, at that time, to

From the earlist days of iron clad ships bilge-, 
keels have been fted inthe Navy. After the 
capsizing of the Cap/ain in 1870, Mr. Froude 
made a full series.of experiments upon a model 
ofthe Devastation. The experiments in dock 
seemed most conclusive. With no bilge-piece, 
after a deflection of 84°, 32 double rolls were 
taken before slice camie (o rest. With one 3- 
foot bilye-piece only §; With twa 3-foot bilges

tried and proved imost efficacious in preventing 
rolling ; hut it adds a serious danger. When 
big waveswell timed to the ship capsize her, 
she ustially goes over in the weather roll, borne 
down too late to rise against the coming wave 
and such admitted water helps this danger.

“ While the improvement in the different ‘gas 
burmers used, indicated the path of progress,

The frst public’ exhibition of Dr. Von 


Welsbach’s system of. incaridescent gns light, 
was made in’ London.in February, 1887,. At 
that-time there wore many -feare exprested as 
tas to the possibility of tho new system baing 
successfully placed on the market on a.com. 
mercial‘basis, and fora short while the comy 
pany had a hard struggle to overcome the 
difficulties, which are genarally met, by thpse 
who seck to introduce original work. 1" f 
‘These were soon surmounted, and the public 
‘are-indebied to their untiring exertions for the 
+. benefits conferred by such an enormous stride 
in artificialiumination hy means,of gas; 
The essential feature is the “ Mantle" which 
is ‘woven of “Sea island” and “Egyptian” 
Cotton, which has been washed to remove 
earthy matter and grease. The mantle ‘is at 
first a network of cylindrical shapes almost 
twice the sizq of the finished article. It is then 
immersed in the lighting fluid, which is com- 
nosed of the nitrates of thorinum and cerium 
in the proportions of 99 % thorumn oxide and 
1 percent af cerium oxide, the solution contain- 
ing about 14 of these salts. The excess of 
the solution, is then removed fromthe cotton 
by passing the latter through’ small wringing 
rollers, (he pressure of which is so regulated 
ng to leave a definite determined quantity of 
the solution inthe fibres, ‘The mantle is now 
dried on a mould in a hot air-chamber, When 
dry, (he mantles are stretched out to uniform 
shape, by hand, and then carried to the fixing 
room, where the top of the impregnated mantle 
is fixed with ititiid composed of a mixture, of 
another group of rare earths viz lanthanum, 
zirconium, aud traces of magnesia, the object 
being ‘tocnsure the shrinkage of that end7of 
the munile, on the asbestos thread with which 
iris subsequently, sewn, to form the thickened 
and supporting end of the mantle, “When 
dried, the mantle is sewn and trimmed, and 
then handed to the burners" Whose duty it is 
to first shape the mantfe on a wooden would, 
and then te burn ofthe colton by means of a 
Bunsen burner flame, thas leaving a skeleton 
of the cotton thread compnsed of the oxides of 
thorinum and’ cerium, . This skeleton’ is then 
‘heuted from the top. downwards, over a, high 
pressure Bunser burner for 3 minutes, during 
which process it wradually shrinks toalmost half 


its original size, and iy caused totake the required | 


sshape. The mantle is,now finished and ready 
for use, but as it is too brittle for transit, it has 
to he stiffened. ‘This is done by dipping it into 
a solution of collodion and camphor, after 


which it is dried by hot air, and thence passed |, 


to the packers and trimmers.

‘WHEN HER MAJESTY I8 AFLOAT. 


a ; 
TUE ROUTINE 1S MOST CAREFULLY PLANNED, 


The coccisions during her lifetime upon 
which the Queena has passed a night at sea may’ 
be counted upon the fingers. ‘They were all in 
the carly days of her reign, when sailing from 
London to Scotland, and later on when cruis- 
iny duwn Channel and inthe Hebrides. Within 
the last twenty years her Majesty bad paid 
seventeen visits to Germany, France, and Italy 
in the spring. But during each voyage, if the 
night was spent on board atall, the royal yacht 
was always safely moored in harbour, The 
Queen has o 
than igo times all told, but she has been aboard 
during daylight trips—as’ when crossing the 
Soleat—-about 150 times as well. 

Ifthe time spent by het Majesty afloat were 

collected into one continuous crgise, instead of 
being scattered over about seventy years, it 
would not fill six months. The Queen hag 
never travelled farther north than Loch Brora, 
near Dunrobin, or farther south than Hyeres 
in the Mediterranean, a distance by latitude of 
goo iniles, ‘The most westerly point of any of 
her journéyings is Killarney, and the most 
easterly is Geniany, Yet the three yachts 
which ‘ih their turn have borne the name of 
© Victoria and Albert” have cost upwards of 
£600.00 in_initial expense, and an equal 
amount in repairs, apart from the pay of the 
crews, and many other ileme of maintenance. 

In the year 1835 the second “ Victoria and 
Albert "was launched, and her cost up to that’ 
lime was £136,441. She is a wooden, copper- 
sheathed paddle boat of 2,470 lons, with ‘a 
lenpth of 338 feet, a maximum, indicated horse. 
power of 2,400, and a normal speed of fifteen or 
sixteen knots. ae 

A new yacht, to bear the same name, has 
been launched at ‘Pembroke in the present 
year, She will cost befure her first voyage 
if 360,000, and is a twin-screw stecl vessel with 
alength of 439 feet, a tonnage of 4,700, an 
indicated harkepower of 11,000,,a speed o: 
“twenty knots, and accoinmodation for a crew 
of 37%. Her most interesting feature will be 
the. electric installation, which, lighting. the 
vessel, will also beat the State cabins, work 
the lifts from deck to deck, the pumps, hoists, 
Capstan, and ventilating fans.. : 

The routine observed when her Majesty goes 
ta sea is carefully planned out. As soon, for ex- 
ample, as it has been determined that the Court 
shall move to the Isle of Wight, the Equerry- 
in- Waiting notifies the railway authorities con- 
cerned, and.also the commander of ‘the royal 
yacht, who thereupon arranges to be alongside 
,a wharf at Portsmouth or Gosport the night be- 
fore. All men on furlough are récalled from 
‘eave, and everything is made spick and span, 
The‘heavy baggage arrives by an carly train, 
or is conveyed by another vessel the day before, 
The personal luggage of the members of the 
Houschold, and the boxes which always accom- 
pany the Queen, are transferred from the train 
to thehold of the yacht within a space of. twenty 
minutes or so. ‘ a 

At length everything isin readiness todepart, 
and the Queen is assisted into a-wheeled chain 
which is conveyed to that part of the yacht 
which is most nearly upon a level with the quay. 
Thence she‘is conveyed to the level of the main 
deck, where she walks along the broad and 
Nandsome corridor which leads to her owa 
apartments, F 

Sometimes, especially when a crossing of less 
than an hour's duration is in progress, the Queen 
remains on the upper deck in the royal pavilion, 
‘This is twenty-five feet long each way, and it 
has three large square windows, enabling a 
view of the scenery to be obtained without 
exposure to the wind, ‘There are a couple of 
sofas and several’ easy chairs and tables, and 
when her Majesty is afloat all the saloons used 
by herare made gay with. flowering plants. 
There is a painted porcelain stove, which is al- 
ways used during the winter journeys, and the,
